Gentlemen  and  Mrs.  Gibbs, 

I nave  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1965. 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  decreased  by  80.  Although 
this  is  only  a small  decrease  it  indicates  that  a population  d^ift  from 
the  valley  continues.  Great  efforts  will  be  needed  to  encourage  new 
industries  and  further  house  building  in  the  area  if  a balanced  virile 
community  is  to  be  maintained. 


The  -birth  nate  in  the  area  has  been  fairly  steady  over  the  cast 
five /ears,  at  between  16. 4 and  17.6  per  1,000  population  but  this" is 
consistently  lower  than  the  national  average  by  some  O.lfc.  It  is 
encouraging  to  note  that  there  were  only  five  infant  deaths  under  one  year 
during  1965,  three  of  which  occured  during  the  first  week  of  life.  These 

figures  give  rates  well  below  those  recorded  for  England  and  Wales.  Thev 

suggest  that  antenatal  and  postnatal  care  in  the  Area  has  been  adequate. 
Compared  with  other  districts  Maesteg  has  a distinct  advantage  in  pcsse^sin- 
a ±ocal  Maternity  Unit  which  is  able  to  accept  the  majority  of  confinements" 
under  the  care  of  the  local  general  practitioners. 

.tuberculosis  accounted  for  only  one  death  in  a male  aged  'Jj-r  vears 
but  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  showed  a considerable  increase.  Ter/ 

men  and  two  women  died  from  this  cause?  aged  from  95  3-ears  upwards.  The 

mam  cause  of  death  was  again  coronary  disease  accounting  for  27  deaths 
under  retirement  age.  The  causes  of  coronary  disease  are  undoubtedly 
complex,  but  smoking,  overeating  and  lack  of  sufficient  exercise  probably 
contribute  a considerable  amount  to  this  loss  of  life  in  an  economically 
important  section  of  the  population. 
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At  the  end  of  1965  there  were  31?  applicants  for  rehousing'  in  the 
District?  124  of  these  were  registered  in  1965.  Many  people  are  living 
under  unsatisfactory  conditions.  The  problem  of  shared  accomodation, 
young  couples  living  with  parents  is  still  acute.  Shared  accomodation  is 
fair  to  neither  party,  the  young  people  and  their  children  live  under 
restraint  from  the  older  generation  and  parents,  having  brought  up  their 
own  families,  should  be  allowed  to  live  out  their  later  years  in  peace. 

Many  houses  are  substandard  in  several  criteria  of  ’fitness’.  Some  ore 
overlOO  years  old  and  cannot  be  improved  economically.  Others  are 
structualiy  unsound  and  unfit  for  human  habitation.  A programme  of  clearance 
and  redevelopment  would  overcome  many  of  the  problems  of  rehousing.  I11 
any  group  of  old  property,  elderly  people  are  from  25  - 3Qh  of  the  tenants. 
These  old  people  are  often  averse  to  separation  from  their  neighbours  and 
reluctant  to  move  into  suburban  housing  estates.  Also  there  is  the  added 
inconvenience  and  expense  in  reaching  the  town  from  outlying  estates. 

There  are  definite  advantages  in  clearing  and  developing  small  sites  within 
the  older  residential  areas.  Much  may  be  said  also  in  favour  of  the 
purchase  for  improvement  of  older  properties.  These  may  usually  bo  lot  at 
a more  economic  rental  than  new  houses  and  are  ideally  useful  for  families  with 
a low  standard  of  living. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Promises  Act,  1963,  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  May,  1964*  It  is  a welcome  advance  on  previous  legislation,  and 
will  safeguard  the  health  and  safety  of  those  who  work  in  shops  and  offices. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Member  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  encouragement , 
the  Officers  of  the  other  departments  for  their  help  and  cooperation,  and 
lastly  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  enthusiasm  and  loyalty.

"Crude11  and  "Adjusted"  Rates 

The  tables  of  vital  statistics  show  "adjusted"  as  well  as 
"crude"  birth  and  death  rates.  Rates  of  births  and  deaths  can  be 
considerably  affected  by  the  age,  and  to  a slighter  extent,  by  the 
sex  constituation  of  the  population  concerned.  The  "crude"  rates 
are,  therefore,  unsatisfactory  as  a measure  for  comparison  of  the 
birth  and  death  rates.  Some  form  of  standardisation  is  therefore 
necessary  to  make  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  composition  of  the 
population.

In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary  and  Other  Forms)  received,  was  16.  This 
figure  shows  an  increase  of  3 on  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  was  7 males  and  6 females. 

There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  person 
had  been  notified  previously  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  during 
life-time.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Institutions  are  maintained,  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

Owing  to  the  fall  off  in  numbers  requiring  observation  for  tuberculosis 
in  the  District,  the  clinic  held  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board 
at  Church  Street,  Maes teg  was  discontinued.  Active  treatment  had 
not  been  undertaken  at  the  Clinic  for  some  years.  Treatment  and 
observation  is  now  centralised  at  Bridgend. 

(3)  RATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Officers  of  the  National  Assistance  Board,  stationed  locally, 
have  an  office  at  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service, 
Employment  Exchange,  Castle  Street,  Maesteg. 

(4)  VACCINATION  & IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  against  Whooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council,  and  for  further  particulars  enquiries 
should  be  made  at  the  nearest  clinic.  These  procedures  are  also 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners.  B.C.G.  Vaccina.tion  against 
Tuberculosis  is  done  at  school  for  some  children  of  about  13  years 
of  age.  A stocm  oi  request  cards  is  kept  at  the  Health  Department 
for  issue  to  members  of  the  public  who  require  themselves,  or  any 
member  of  members  of  their  family,  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis, 
provided  they  are  not  over  AO  years.  The  latter  may  apply  to  their 
xamily  doctorfor  vaccination.  Any  requests  received  from  a person 
under  the  age  of  ^1  years,  must  be  accompanied  by  the  authorisation 
signature  of  the  parent  or  guardian.  The  card  is  then  forwarded  to 
the  Divisional  Me  of  cal  Officer  at  Bridgend,  who  arranges  an  appointment 
at  the  Maternal  & Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Maesteg. 
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UMU1TISAT ION  AGAINST  FHOOPING  COUGH, 
DIPHTHERIA  AND  TETANUS 


An  immunisation  programme  against  these  diseases  starts 
with  an  injection  at  age  three  months  followed  by  two  further 
injections  at  monthly  intervals.  Booster  injections  are  given 
at  ages  fifteen  months  and  five  years.  Immunising  is  carried  out 
in  a special  monthly  clinic  at  Maes teg  serving  mainly  the  East  and 
West  Wards  and  part  of  Nantyffyllcn  Ward.  At  Caerau  clinic 
immunisations  are  carried  out  during  the  course  of  the  weekly  clinic. 
The  response  to  advice  on  the  matter  appears  to  be  fairly  good,  some 
69 % of  infants  are  protected  during  the  first  year  of  life.  To 
achieve  maximum  protection  in  a community  80^  at  least  cf  the  infant 
population  must  be  immunised  against  those  diseases.  Every  effort 
is  made  continually  by  the  local  authority  personel  to  ensure  that  this 
figure  is  approximated. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 


The  National  Scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 
began  in  1956.  It  is  now  many  years  since  a case  of  poliomyelitis 
was  notified  in  the  District  although  parents  by  no  means  make  full 
use  of  the  ease  and  convenience  of  vaccination.  I have  no  means  of 
recording  the  exert  number  of  completed  vaccinations  against  the 
disease  in  the  Area  but  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  it  higher  than 
the  National  percentage  of  65.  The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  campaign 
must  be  maintained  in  the  vulnerable  group  of  children.  The  aim  of 
85%  vaccinated  to  give  community  protection.  Parents  are  constantly 
reminded  that  vaccination  is  simple  and  harmless  °9  oral  vaccination  on 
a lump  of  sugar  or  in  syrup  gives  a high  degree  of  protection.  It  is 
always  difficult  to  convince  parents  of  a danger  with  which  they  are 
unfamiliar.  Parents  are  now  too  young  to  appreciate  the  scourge  of 
the  poliomyelitis  virus  and  have  become  complacent.  We  continue  to 
hope  that  persistent  education  will  prevent  then  learning  the  dangers 
by  personal  experience.

CONTROL  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  occur  are 
visited  where  this  is  thought  essential.  The  taking  of  swabs  and 
immunisation  of  all  contacts,  where  applicable,  is  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  If  removal  to  hospital  is 
necessary,  rooms  are  disinfected  by  the  Department  at  the  patient’s 
home.  When  the  patient  is  isolated  at  home,  this  is  done  on 
termination  of  the  illness.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  are 
sometimes  removed  on  request  and  dealt  with  by  steam-disinfection 
at  the  Maesteg  Isolation  Hospital.

CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION 


In  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  some  of  these  certificates 
are  required  to  be  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp  at  the  Health 
Department  In  the  district  where  the  vaccination  was  performed.  It 
therefore,  does  not  necessarily  take  place  in  the  district  where  the 
traveller  is  a resident.  Most  certificates  dealt  with  at  the  Department 
are  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  cholera,.  Certificates  of 
vaccination  against  such  diseases  as  Yellow  Fever  are  Gea.lt  with  at  the 
actual  centre  where  the  vaccination  is  performed. 

The  essential  part  of  the  certification  is  recognition  of  the 
signature  shown  as  being  that  of  a local  practitioner  performing  the 
vaccination.  Particular  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  method  of  dating 
to  avoid  any  unnecessary  delay  in  travellers  being  allowed  to  land  'at  the 
other  end ' . 

These  certificates  are  not  to  be  obtined  by  travellers  at 
the  Health  Department  and  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  either  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  them.  A 
small  stock  is  kept  a.t  the  Department  for  emergency  use  only,  as  travel 
agencies  usually  supply  them,  also  employers  who  are  engaging  people 
for  work  abroad.  The  traveller  himself,  can  obtain  them  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  direct  if  unable  to  get  them  elsewhere.

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SWIMMIITG  POOLS 


The  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district  are  at  MaesteP-  and 
Garth.  The  source  of  the  water  is  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
at  Maes teg  and  the  'Cerdin'  part  of  the  river  at  Garth.  The  water 
is  drained  annually  before  the  season  commences.  Treatment  is  by- 
pressure  filtration  and  chlorination.  Yi/atcr  turn-over  takes  six 
hours . 


Maesteg  pool  is  45  yards  x 15  yards  with  a maximum  depth  of 
8 6 and  its  capacity  is  175>000  gallons.  During  the  year,  34,086 
members  of  the  general  public  used  the  pool,  and  3,588  school  children, 
in  addition.  Garth  pool  is  30  yards  x 12  yards  with  a maximum  depth 
ox  6*  and  its  capacity  is  86,000  gallons.  During  the  year,  11,993 
members  01  the  general  public  used  the  pool,  and  2,465  school  children 
in  addition  (for  both  pools,  the  latter  figure  refers  to  school 
classes;.  Both  pools  have  a life  belt  and  emergency  pole.  The 
environs  of  the  Garth  Pool  are  inadequate  in  area.  Both  pools  have 
loot  baths  and  cubicles  are  provided  for  changing.  At  Maes teg, 

clothing,  etc.,  is  kept  in  baskets  and  those  are  sprayed  periodically 
with  an  insecticide.  J 1

THE  FUCD  & DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREA.TI IE1IT , ETC)  REGULATIONS 
1947  TO  1959 


Ho  shop  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream.  Samples  of  ice-cream  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  1965 , 97  business  premises  were  on 
the  Department's  Register  as  registered  under  the  Act  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  and  6 business  premises  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice-cream.  The  Heat  Treatment  Regulations  were  complied  with  locally 
by  all  manufactures. 


Some  proprietary  brand  ice-crean  is  included  in  the  samples 
submitted,  in  addition  to  that  manufactured  locally.

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  & Drug’s  Authority  for  eighteen 
of  the  twenty-four  County  Districts  included  in  which  is  Maes teg  U.D.C. 
Samples  of  a wide  range  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken  in  the  Maes teg 
Urban  District  during  the  year  1965  and  analysed  by  the  County  Analyst 
at  the  County  Laboratory, 

Dr.  Coles,  the  County  Analyst,  reported  that,  owing  to  the 
increased  amount  of  legislation,  the  examination  of  each  sample  obtained 
involves  more  intricate  and  time-consuming  analyses  than  in  the  past. 

This  trend  is  bound  to  continue  because  of  the  exceptional  amount  of 
proposed  legislature  which  will  probably  come  into  force  in  the  near 
future.  During  the  past  ten  years,  there  have  been  considerable 
changes  in  food  and  drug  control.  Crude  adulteration  is  not  now 
encountered,  but  problems  of  a more  complex  nature  are  being  dealt  with, 
such  as  pesticide  and  antibiotic  residue  in  food,  radio-active  'fall  out1, 
chemicals  added  to  food  for  technological  reasons  and  countless  new  drugs, 
which  all  demand  the  most  serious  attention  of  the  analyst  and  his  staff.

The  Maes  teg  Sewage  Works  has  now  been  operating  for  twelve 
years.  Approximately  two  million  gallons  of  sewage  is  treated  daily. 
The  service  is  efficient  and  adequate. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


During  1965  refuse  was  collected  daily  throughout  the  area. 
From  time  to  time,  leaflets  warning  occupiers  of  possible  prosecution 
are  distributed  to  houses  and  streets  where  refuse  is  known  to  have 
been  dumped  in  river  banks,  lanes,  rivers  and  pools,  etc 5 a record 
of  these  leaflets  is  kept  at  the  Health  Department.

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Healths  report  for  1915  contained  an 
estimated  population  of  26,138  although  he  thought  this  was  probably  an 
under  estimation,  in  face  of  the  fact  that  many  individuals  from  other 
parts  of  Wales  and  elsewhere,  came  to  seek  and  find  employment  in  the 
district.  It  was  suggested  that  Cwmfelin  could  with  advantage  be 
linked  up  with  Maes teg  area.  The  birth  rate  was  high  at  32.3  per 
thousand  of  the  population  compared  with  a National  rate  of  21.8  per 
thousand. 


The  ’Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907'  was  on  September  1st, 

1915 j»  made  compulsory  on  all  local  authorities.  The  importance  of 
notification  is  that  it  allows  early  follow  up  of  newly  bom  infants 
by  a Health  Visitor.  Unfortunately,  in  Maesteg  District,  a suitably 
qualified  Health  Visitor  was  not  available  until  January  1st,  1916. 

The  death  rate  of  I6.4  per  thousand  population  was  high  compared 
with  the  National  rate  of  I4.8  per  thousand  population.  An  infant 
death  rate  of  140.1  per  thousand  live  births  was  exceedingly  high,  that  of 
England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  was  110  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  Medical  Officer  anticipated  that,  under  the  guiding  influence  of 
Health  Visitors,  there  would  be  a diminution  in  this  death  rate. 

The  year  had  an  excessive  number  of  notifications  of  infectious 
disease,  the  majority  of  which  were  Scarlet  Fever  viz.  382  cases.  There 
was  a continuous  epidemic  of  this  disease  throughout  the  whole  year  and 
at  all  periods  the  accomodation  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  limited, 
on  more  than  one  occasion  patients  were  refused  admission  for  want  of 
empty  beds. 

During  the  year  34  houses  were  erected.  Houses  were  scarce  within 
the  District. 

The  new  Council  Offices  situated  in  Talbot  Street,  were  completed  . 
and  opened  in  November,  1915* 

The  Medical  Officer  made  apologies  for  a delay  in  submitting 
his  report  which  was  also  considerably  curtailed  owing  to  pressure  of 
work.
